Decline in Prices Marked Selling of 
Standard Shares— ’Tis Said That 
London Had a Hand in the 
Sharp Liquidation. 


New York, June 4.—Excitement on 
the New’ York Stock Exchange dur­ 
ing the first hour after the opening 
this morning was probably without a 
parallel in the history of the board 


since the panic of 1907. 
Stocks were literally poured out, 
regardless of quoted prices, with de­ 


clines greatest in standard >hares.

taxes and charity . One ounce of pre­ 
vention is worth a pound of cure, he 
said. 
The doctor cautioned the lis­ 
teners to use all care in preventing 
contageous diseases, such as tuber­ 
culosis, typhoid, etc.

STRICKEN ON LONG ISLAND TRAIN 


Snaps 
and 
Bites 
at 
Passengers 
and 
Requires 
Seven 
Strong 
Men to 
Hold 
Her— Little 
Known of the Woman. 


New' York. June 4.—A young wo­ 


man passenger, supposed to be “Nel­ 


lie Murray, of Missouri,” harked like 
a dog, biting and snapping at those 
who held her on a Long Island train 
last afternoon. 
Those on the train, among them a 
dozen women, ran screaming from 
the car while it was making high 
speed along the south shore. 
The young woman, whose identity 
has not been fully established be­ 
cause of her condition, 
was 
taken 
from the train at Patchogue, where 
Dr. A. TI. Perry said she undoubtedly 
was suffering from hydrophobia. 
The train, which left the Pennsyl­ 
vania station at Manhattan at 3, wras 
speeding through Babylon when the 
girl .for she is hardly more than 20, 
years old. handed her silver mesh bag 
to a man across the aisle, saying; 
“ Please hold this. 
I know’ I am to 
he very ill.” 
In the next minute the muscles of 
face were contorted and there was a 
tense gutteral noise from her throat, 
which many of the passengers said 
resembled the harking 
of 
a 
ttog. 
Froth came to her mouth and she 
clutched the arms of the seat. 
John McMahon, conductor, leaned 
over to ask if he could do anything, 
and he said she snapped at him and 
hit the sleeve of his coat. 
He pulled 
aw ay and "called other trainmen. 
By that time she was trying to 
leave her seat and had reached over 
to a woman in tho seat in front of 
her, and passengers said she had 
tried to bite her. 
The woman ran screaming from 
the car. followed by the others. 
The trainmen seized her arms and 
feet, holding them offended 
while 
th© young woman continued to bite 
and snap her jaws at them. 
She was 
so violent while the train was going 
through Bay Shore and Sayville thatr 
seven men were required to hold her. 
At Patchogue she was carried from 
the train into the room of the station 
master. 
While the men continued to 
hold her on the floor, Dr. Perry was 
called. 
He administered morphine, 
which soon quieted her. 
When she was calm she said she 
had been bitten six weeks ago by a 
dog and that she had feared hydro­ 
phobia. 
She said her name wras Nel­ 
lie Murray, that she was one of a 
party of young women who were rid­ 
ing horseback across 
county 
from 
Missouri, and that they were stopping 
in ThiWy-fourth street, New York. 
She said she had been sent by her 
companions down on Long Island to 
determine if the party 
would 
ride 
there on horseback. 
Efforts were made to learn from 
her where in Thirty-fourth street she 
was stopping and from what place 
in Missouri the party started, but she 
became irrational again and then had 
one spasm after another.

be well applied to Sedalia, which in 
the past has been at times at tbe­ 
mercy ©f weed growers. Here is the 
receipt that the Star gives the pub­ 
ic : 
Mr. Home Owner, you have a club 
at your band to knock out the weed 
nuisance. Tt In for you to make use 
of the city’s police flower. 
The 
courts 
have 
declared 
that 
w’ceds are a nuisance. 
The laws of the 
state 
and ordk 
nances of the city declare that any 
person responsible for maintaining a 
nuisance, after due notice to abate it, 
Ghall be deemed guilty 
of 
a misde­ 
meanor and shall be punished by a 
fine of as high as $500. 
lf the owner of the property Is a 
non resident, the tenant or agent in 
charge of the property rn ny be prose­ 
cuted. There is all the legal support 
reeded. N ow to make use of it. 
Any person in a neighborhood that 
is marred by rank weed patches may 
file complaint with the city attorney. 
The name of the 
offending 
owner 
may be obtained from 
the city as­ 
sessor. If be is a non-resident, beyond 
reach of a process, the 
real 
estate 
man whose sign is on the lot will do 
inst as well. 
Here’s another way: 
Call up 
the 
health commissioner 
and file complaint 
that 
there is a 
weed nuisance iu your neighborhood 
It then becomes 
the 
duty 
of 
health officer to send an inspector to 
serve five day’ notice to abate, lf it 
isn’t done, then the law'. 
Simple, isn’t it?

Much Has Already Been Planted or 
Sown and Balance W ill B e B U til­ 
ized Later in Season. 


The United States department of 
Agriculture is using this year on the 
national forests over ten tons of tree 
seed. 
Most of this seed has already 
been planted or sown. 
The rest will 
be utilized later in the season, as fav­ 
orable conditions are presented 
It takes a great many tree seeds to 
make ten tons. 
Ja ck pine, the most 
important tree for planting in 
the 
Nebraska sand 
hills by the forest 
service, will average something like 
125,000 to the pound. 
Of Washington yellow pine, the tree 
most extensively planted throughout 
the national forests as a whole, 10,000 
seed will make a pound. 
Altogether the ten tons of seed to be 
used this year represent perhaps 300 < 
million cingle seed. 
If every single seed could be de- j 
pended upon to produce a young tree ! 
suitable for planting, the result would 
be a supply of nursery stock sufficient 
to plant 300,000 acres of land, but no 
such result can be looked for because 
many seeds do not germinate. 
Most of the seeds will be sown, 
either broadcast or in seed spots or 
planted with a corn planter, directly ’ 
in the place where the trees are to 
stand. 
I 
Even when nursery stork is raised ! 
a liberal allowance must be made for 
loss. 
In the first place a considerable 
percentage of the seeds will be found ! 
to be infertile. 
Of those which germinate, 
many ! 
w ill dbl .before tlpey leave the nursery 
beds and many more will be lost in 
transplanting. 
If from a pound of w*estem yellow j
